- Rain or shine made 
In 1902 he took eleven 
wickets for 76 on a fast wieket in 
the Manchester Test match, In 
the previous year at Lord's the 
Gentlemen were 206 for one 
against the Players, with Ranji 
and Fry well set, but they were 
all out an hour Jater for 272, and 
Lockwood took five wickets. 

One of the best. performances 
of his career occurred at the Oval 
-in 1891, when he took four War- 
wickshire wickets ‘with consecu- 
‘tive balls. During his career he 
took’ over 1,500 wickets and scor- 
ed 10,668 runs, which included 
sixteen centuries for Surrey. 

Lockwood retired from first-class 
cricket In 1904, but he had a link 
with the present generation in the 
fact that_at.one time he and Wil- 
fred Rhodes were the two laading 
bowlers in the land. 

He was born in 1868 and at 1B 
was given a trial for Notts.

“The financial troubles a county 
cricket’ have been such In recent 
times that anyone who has inside 
knowledge’ of the conditions would 
hesitate to write anything which 
might be constriied as taking. the 
side of the player against the 
public,” writes a. County~Crickcter 
In'the Datly Telegraph. 

I have always held that the gen- 
eral public—without whose support 
county cricket cannot go on—has 
not been considered enough, and in! 
several ways could be better catered 
for, At the same time, I am firmly 
convinced that the sporting public 
would not like to see anything done 
that would ‘constitute ‘a real hard- 
ship to the players. 

I find among my colleagues in my 
own, county, a3 well as players of 
other . sides, a feeling of concern 
over the light-hearted manner in 
which counties are agreeing to play 
hours which will provide cricket for 
an evening gate, Worcestershire, 
Glamorgan, Northants, and Derby- 
shire, to mention a few, are counties 
that are attempting to play from 
180 p.m. without ‘a luncheon in- 
terval as‘frequently as they can get 


‘Ordeal for’ Fielders, 

This . means . two ‘three-hour 
stretches with © one interval of 
fifteen’ or thirty minutes for tea.

day afternoon, the Hon. Colonial Secretary moving! 
the motion.: It was intimated that the completion 


of the hangar would be effected this year. .. 


The Hon. Attorney-General moved: the first 
reading of a bill. dealing with the pensions, allow- 
ances and gratuities granted to Government ser- 
vants, and gave an outline of the contents of the 


bill. 


Kai Tak Expenditure Vote. 
-In) moving—that Council ap- 
proves of the expenditure of a} 
further sum of $75,700 on the Kai 
Tak aerodrome and hangar during 
the financial year ending 1982, 
which sum shall be met by a fu- 
ture loan and shall meanwhile be 
charged as. an advance from the 
surplus balances of the . Colony, 
lthe Hon. Colonial Secretary said:—‘ 

The Resolution standing in my 
name is in connection with the 
aerodrome and hangar at Kai 
Tak.’ A resolution approving of 
the expenditure in 1932 of $34,000 
on the aerodrome and hangar was 
taken ‘on. December 10 last. 
$25,000 was for the aerodrome and 
the remaining $9,000 for the han- 
gar, The Air Ministry has now ad- 
vised us that for civil purposes it 
is necessary to provide the aero- 
drome with a surrounding fence.
